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Sir: 



This is in response to the Office Action mailed May 6, 2002, for which an unextended 
response is due June 6, 2002. Therein, an objection was made to the Sequence Listing of the 
instant application for the reasons set forth in the Office Action mailed November 23 , 2001. The 
sequencing error at issue was an apparently misplaced region within SEQ ID NO. 2 of 
approximately 60 residues beginning at portion 89. These residues consisted of the single letter 
abbreviations A, T, C, or G. At the time of the previous response, Applicants were unable to 
identify the errors contained within the sequence listing in time and requested further 
clarification. For this reason, Applicants' reply of March 25, 2002 was not deemed fully 
responsive. The sequence error was not corrected. Applicants respectfully traverse. 

Applicants have again thoroughly reviewed the sequence listing and, upon a second 
review have noted the erroneous stretch of amino acids in the sequence. It does appear as 
though a region of approximately 60 amino acids was inadvertently and mistakenly adopted from 
the surrounding corresponding nucleic acid sequence. 

Applicants apologize for the delay in noting the observed errors and herein submit a 
Substitute Seqrfe^c^ng in paper and computer-readable form reflecting the correct

remove the erroneous segment of amino acids inadvertently added during the creation of the 
original Sequence Listing. Support for the modified sequence of the Substitute Sequence Listing 
can be found, inter alia, in original Figure 1. 

Applicants, thus, respectfully request the reconsideration and withdrawal of the instant 
objection.
